They 
made themselves popular with 
their philanthropies of aid to 
the disabled veterans and as­ 
sisted the "legion boys." They 
joined forces to "Save the 
Redwoods" and served the 
Chamber of Commerce dinner. 
| It was In 1925 that they

.Jurchaied the lots on En-
' gracia Ave. to build their 
clubhouse which was dedicat­ 
ed in October of that year 
with Wallace Post as spokes­ 
man. Mrs. C. H. Parks was 
club president.
